-st weather-cock that ever courted the breez 
upon a cabin-top; and, with a clamorous sbov 
of boldnees, it is not a whit more independrn' 
tt Is th* mere shuttlecock and harlequin of ai 
unscrupulous poli'iral clique. 

The small portion ol tbe public that cares fo- 
the Richmond Enquirer at all can hardly hare 
forgo'ten tow ridiculously it blew hot and cold 
upon the question of Mr. Buchanan's comma 
lion and the Pquatter Sovereignty ism to whirl 
he gra uitously pledged himself in his loiter ol 
acceptance. We dwelt in fitting term* upoi 
’his disgraceful exhibition at the time. Well 
the rapidity with whlrh the Enquirer veered 
about upon the point rf Mr Buchanan’* norM 
nation 1* fully equaled by that with which it 
has revolved upon the pivot of his etection. N< 
=ooner was hi* election established thsnthe En- 
qiirer proceeded to glorify the result in its tn«s' 
unstinted and grandiloquent manner.

“In the first moment o' 
cuvl rejfeclio*.” said the Merc .ry, “all Sautl.cn 
men must feel that we have barely escaped ai 
issue of Destruction or Disunion; and that this 
issue is merely put cd. and not decided, by the 
election of Mr. Bncharan ” The Enquirer 
meekly accepted tbe rebuke, and retracting it* 
wild words of rejoicirg, at oi.ee took up 'bf 
cue that had been thrust upon it and hastened 
to discourse most intensely upon the ircotn 
pleteness of Mr. Rurharat.’s victory and the 
darkte-s and terror of the fate from which it 
was only a re'pite. It seemed at a lose fot 
teccuagc omir ous enough to express its sense ol 
the botrfd abyss over which the Union wa- 
hanging by the slender thread of Democratic 
ascendency It echoed the doubts and fear; 
and exhortations and exactions of its fire-eating 
r vals with r.volteng gus’o. It sprarg forward 
with the foremost disunionists of the land. It 
i>ut even the Delta and <he M.rcury totbeii 
mettle. In the mean time Gov. Wise pays a 
vi-it to Mr. Buchanan at Wheatland, a d re- 
turns Io Richmond with dreopirg ciest.

Hi* special 
aes-agVF. which have been nei’her few nor 
brief, and which stTorded au admirable field 
for the diaplay cf bis power* a* a statesman of 
original ard vigorous thought, if he possi ssed any, 
ar* distinguished from his annual message* on'y 
by ob can'y and prolixity of statement, super- 
added to the leading vices of bis style The 
truth is, tbe range of Fierce’* mind i* to narrow, 
and its g asp so weak, that, notwithstanding a 
fair nmC'tr.t of culture ard intelligence, be 
ear.H deliver himself upon retina affairs or 
any b'gh question with much literary t ff-et. It 
isn’t iu him It isn’i m the nature rf things 
A strong, clear, and livirg s'ream cat. not flow 
trem a thallow and turbid merveir. And the 
history of the Pierce admlnirtratiun shows that 
Pierce’s brain is just such a ra-ervoir.

one of comparative leisure to the farmer, and 
the l<wg even) opt give opportunity for reading, 
retie lion, and social intercourse, we think it a 
proper time to lay before our agricultural read- 
ore e«me suggestion*, which, if they will duly 
consider and devote n little time to carry- 
ing them out, cannot foil to he of service te 
them and their neighborhood. The suggestions 
we propose to cfler refer to a more thorough 
organisation of the farming Interests, and the 
establishing of some moans of mutual benefit 
by ee m c i atioos. Tbs first and most important 
ot which m the little neighborhood societies 
eell.d “/at awe’s Cbnba.” In other State* they 
have been found very pleasant and profitable, 
and we thi..k they form the groundwork of that 
•detent organization which is to impor ant to 
the agricultural interest at the country at laige. 
Taere is aa infinite variety of subjects, which 
could he profitably discussed in these clubs to 
greut advantage; and, by having regular subjects 
previously announced for discussion, man; 
fanners would thus become accustomed to pub- 
lic speaking who aro now afraid of the sound 
of tbetr own voices if in the presence of over 
half a dozen hearers. Of course all subjects 
not strictly agricultural should be inadmissible 
during the meeting of the club. We shall have 
more to say about farmers organising, because 
we are very sure that there may much good re- 
sult from a system of organization, which shall 
embrace in iU ramifications every section of 
the country. There has been much said in 
acme of the agricultural papers about the 
claims of agriculture te a separate department 
JLihe General Govamment and a voice in the 
treaty-making power. In speaking of farmer’s 
organization*, we may follow the different socle 
ties as c oonoc ting-1 inks from the farmers’ clubs, 
through county and 8tate societies, up to ■ 
grand national agricultural society, but now 
asy that we ehall advocate no such project as 
abail give these organisations the least political 
hearing. It has always been and will always 
be the internet of our Government, Stale and 
National, to foster and encounge agriculture, 
and all politicians well know it, and they have 
■evw failed to respond promptly lo the wants 
of the farmer when intelligibly made known 
K Skate and National aid and protection has 
not been effectually extended at any time it has 
been here use farmers or their representatives 
did not them -elves know their true wants, and 
the way te arrive at such knowledge correctly 
»• by a system of 'ftetent organisation. 

There ha* been some progress made in this 
direction, hot much remains to be done before 
•ny good will result to the larmer from aucb 
organisations. We have a so-called national 
agricultural society, but there is uo means pro- 
vidad for the cooperation of the different Stats 
aoctedaea with U, and in effect it is hut a local 
*° ci *ty» endo wed with spasmodic locoipotio: 
and periodical vitality. We have State socie 
tie*, hut the voices of county societies are not 
beard in their cPuncUa, and our county and 
other local societies are not Marly §o efcciei,' 
for public good as they might be or would be if 
every neighborhood In the county bad its 
“farmer* - club,” in which occasionally matter- 
pertaining to the couoty society could be dis- 
cu *** d. But we have said enough on this sub- 
ject for the prassnt. We ask you to read the 
following article from (he Praine Farmer on 
“farmers’ daks .” Aftar which we Wl-h ysu 
lo think over these questions:

yielded almost one-third nvre. Stir up tbe 
farmer* 'o plow all tbe land they can this fal 1 ; 
you can’t do them a better service.” 

So much for Mr. L ’* experience in one trial. 
His is a marked rase. Tbe snow continued on 
tbe ground quite late last spring, and every day 
gained by having the ground previously plowed 
and drained was important. Again, bis soil ts 
a heavy one, almost and in some places quite a 
clay and therefore mrst likely to be benefited 
by thorough freezing. It ie not best to jump 
at general conclusion* from a single experi- 
ment. But we have numerous other examples, 
enough perhaps to establish a general rule in 
favor of frll plowing all heavy soils. 

Last year we described the practice of a sue- | 
ceaaful gardener of our acquaintance who 
spades up nearly an acre every autumn, throw- 
ing it into very high ridges like tbe following: 

AAAAAAAAAAAAAAAAAAA 

We saw the same garden the pas: summer and 
it continued to give evidence of the beneficial 
effect* of such a course. Tbe ridges freeze 
through, and in thawing crumble down, while 
tbe frost penetrates down below tbe bottom of 
he furrow*, end the whole soil is rendered pul- 
verulent and improved and eniicbed by the am- 
monia collected from snows, rains, and tbe air 
during win'er. 

There are several advantages derived from 
fall plowing, part of which have been hinted at 

above. 

The teams are generally in better condition 
for work in the fail than after passing through 
a long winter. 

Thero is generally more time for plowing in 
fail than in spring, when getting in the spring 
crops, carting manure, Ac , all crowd toge’her 

Ground plowed in ridges, with deep open 
furrows between, dries out sooner, and on wet 
land several days may be gained, which is of- 
ten enough to turn the sale in favor of a good 
wheat or oat crop This was the ease with 
Mr. L., described above 

The action of frost is very important in de- 
stroying and pulverizing the mineral elements 
and thus reducing them to that fine impalpable 
»tate necessary to giving a good medt-.im for 
the growth cf roots. See remark* in last num- 
ber under “Why el»y bem fit sandy soils.” 

Much poisoucu* matter in the soil is de- 
stroyed, since the fro*: and air penetrates a 
double depth where deep open furrow* are left 

Tbe organic or vegetable matter, such aa root* 
of plants, arc decomposed more lapt-lly when 
subjected to freezing and thawing, as is the 
case when the ridged soil is more thoroughly 
exposed to fro«t. 

The roots of dock and other noxious weeds 
are more thoroughly killed out. 

Insect* that burrough de»ply in tbe soil are 
killed by expo-ure to frost. 

These con-iderations are enougo, we think, 
to recommend plowing all heavy voiis in au 
tumn, where it can be done without seriou- 
neglect in the saving and threshing of crop* 
already g'own Light, dry, sandy soils do not 
so strongly call for *ueh fall treatment, though 
we think any soil will be benefited. 

la tbs case of garden soils, or those submit- 
ted to a high degree of cultivation, wc recom- 
mend in all cases to subject them e thorough 
ridgiog end epadmg before they are frozen so 
much as to preclude tbe operation, and if it be 
neglected then, let i’ be attended to during win- 
ter, if tbe ground chances to be thawed out at 
any time. — America* Agriew/fwruf 

Wiwtcb Pcab* should be K> rr iw Barrels 
W e m»ke the following ex'recta from a>i able 
article on Keeping and Ripening Fruit in the 
October number of the Mega/, ne of Hor'icnl 
turo. It is written by the editor, C M Ho- 
vey, E*q. The experiments are in themselves 
interesting, and the conclusion* which Mr. H. 
draw* from them are worthy of careful consid- 
eration: 

We do no* intend to deny that some skill is 
necessary in the successful ripening of the 
pear. But we do deny that the me'hods usual- 
ly laid down are tbe only correct ones, and that 
thiatruit can be matured only by the routine of 
practice generally detailed. We mean lo assert 
that the whole process is made unnecessarily 
troob ea< me, laborious, and expet stve, without 
achieving any heiter result* than be attained 
by more simple means. Fruit rooms, for in- 
stance, are almost indispensable to every ex- 
te. aive cul ivato - ; the convenience ol space for 
storing and for assorting rendering them oflhe 
itaost imporm.ee, particularly for the sum- 
mer and autumn varieties. But that all who 
cult i rate tbe winter pears must necessarily 
have a fruit room to rif«n tbem, is the gieat 
error. 

Nearly all tbe experiments which have beeu 
made in ripening poars have been on a small 
seal* ; that is^ with a small quantity of fruit, 
and this divided into many sorts. It has beet 
found that many of the varieties, stored away 
in ordinary places, have become worthless be- 
fore 'be time of their maturity; el'lier ,-hriv- 
ellad up or decayed, and hence it has been in- 
ferred that our knowledge of ripening bes been 
very imperfect. The ignorance has not h-er, 
so much in the ripening as in the cultivation; 
and, if the latter bad been right, we should 
have less complaint of the former. A fruit 
half grown must necessarily shrivel up, un- 
less extra pains are taken to provent ii; but, 
without inquiring first whether the cultiva ion 
was such as U should have bean, we have en- 
deavored to perfect by art what na uie never 
intended we should— that is, (o ripen and ma- 
ture a half-grown fruit. 

These views have bee t forced upon us after 
lorg experience in the preservation of a very 
great number of pears. Anxious to teat the 
qualities cf many cf tbe mo»t recent acqu si 
Hons, it has been our object to preserve th-m 
in the best condition. To do this, it wat im- 
portant that we should have a fruit-.-com; we 
had one constructed, and, though it materially 
aided oa in our effort*, we sUll found it would 
not ripen many of our fruit*. The convict oj 
seemed about to b« forced upon us that it would 
be almost impossible to mature som* of them; 
and repeated trials did not change our opinion, 
uutil, in tbe course of time, tbe trres flour- 
ished and produce 1 abundantly, so that, w here 
we formerly had a dozen pears of any particu- 
lar sort, we now had a barrel, and, of all, ma .y 
barrels; these could not be stored in an ordi 
nary -sized fruii-room, and we were obliged to 
secure them as we would apples, in barrel* in 
the cellar. Regretting tbe necessity of doi >g 
hi*, and fearing we should lose much ot out 
f'Uit, we from week to week examined the bar- 
rels, but found no shrivelling or decay. On 
'he contrary, the specimens were greener, 
p’umper, and fairer than ever; and we w,re 
somewhat surprised at this, afier tbe very par- 
ticular directions laid do w i in books, that a.l 
pean slow'd be placet on a tkelf on the bottom 
end, to ai not to touch each other, and we b-g*n 
to think that our cellar must be uuusuallv cool 
’o preserve them in su b fine order. Winter 
was well advanced, and yet the pears vere 
hrm and sound, with but little change in color, 
and it was not Ull Christmas that our Duch 
esses, Beui re Did*, Ac , began to change color 
and show signs of tnatu-ity, and during alljai- 
uary we bad an abundance ot Lawrence, Wm 
tor Nelis, Lewis, Beurre Linglier, Ac , Ac

Last winter an amateur cultivat r placed be- 
fore us some superb Glout Mo-ceau*, about 
the first of March We were surprised at their 
beau*); they were as yellow as a lemon, and 
retained all the freshness ot juice and exquisi’e 
flavor for which they are so celebrated We 
inquired what wa* the secret *f his surces*. 
Risking a laugh at our expense, be claimed fe 
had a new process, which he thought as valu- 
«ble and skillful as other method* which hid 
be* n made a monstrous secret of. However, 
not wishing to make anything of his art, he 
stated that he had one tree which produced 
about half a bushel cf pears Having no good 
place to preserve them, according to Ihe old 
system, without making a fruit-room, which he 
did not wish co do for half a bushel of fruit, 
be devised tbe following plan: He took a 
good clean barrel and put into it one bushel of 
Russet apples; then a ided the Glou’ Morceau 
pears, and filled up the barrel with more R is- 
se» apples, and then rolled it into the cellar 
with tbe rest of his fruit. Abou’ the middle of 
February be opened the barrel, and Ihe p»ars 
were still greei ; thinking it time for them to 
mature, be placed tbem in a warm room, and in 
the course of Un days they were just in a fit 
state to be eaten 

This appeared to us a complete illustration of 
tbe theory we had thought the true one for the 
preservation of our winter pears, via: that there 
is a natural moisture in ihe bodies of fruit, 
which enables th-m to maintain tbeir freshne,* 
to their period of maturi*y, which no artifi-lal 
proce,* can ret sin. A peck of apples kept in 
a box or upon a shelf m a fruit-room would 
looe their l.vjr almo«t as raadily as the p“a>; 
this we have p-ovod in eur attempt to keep a 
small qaanti’y of aome late sorts. In fact, 
there is no difference in regard o the moie of 
keeping tbe two fruits. 

Toe whole secret, then, of keeping the pear 
is to preserve them in barrels; if tbe quantities 
are small, let tbem be put together, with the 
•imple separation of a double sheet of clear., 
thick, brown paper. If the selection of sort, 
which ripen at the same time is judiciously 
made, they may all be taken out at once, ri- 
pened up in a slightly higher temperature, ai d 
(uoduced in all their beau'y and excellence 
Whoever hae hesitated about growing the win- 
tar peari on account of the difficulty of ripen- 
ing, mey dispel their fears, if they will try the 
simple method we have detailed to keep them.

Tbe cabbage should 
b? placed in the trench, after being despoiled 
i?f all imperfect leaves, with tbe stock upward, 
and well covered with earth, raising a mound 
tbe w bole l*ng’b of the trenches high enough to 
turnoff water. This process will bleach tbem 
perfec'ly white, and make them crisp and ten- 
der Latg« heads of greens will bleach and 
sometime* bead very well, if placed in tbe trench 
Alternately with a firm and solid bead of cab- 
bage The heads should be packed close to 
each other in the trench.
